AdJohn O’Brien Had Died at the Poor 
House, but It Was Mot Their John— 
The John Who Was Supposed to Be 
Dead Comments on the Arrangements 
Made for His Wake. 


There is a newly dug grave in Oalvary 
Oemetery which was to have received 
to-day dll that was mortal of John O’Brien, 
but the heaving turf that grows green upon 
it this spring will not cover up his remains. 
‘There is joy and happiness in a house on 
North Seventeenth street to-day where yes- 
terday there was nothing but weeping, 
walling and the shadow of gloom. 

As the French said ofthe King: ‘‘John 
O’Brien is dead. Long live John O’Brien.’’ 

Monday last Miss Nellie Ahern, who lives 
at 1210 North Seventeenth street, received 
‘he ‘following communication from Supt. 
GaHagher of the Poor-house: 

NOTICE FROM GALLAGHER. 
‘ OFFICE OF POOR-HOUSE, 
; March 4, 13804. 
Miss Nellie Ahern: 

You are respectfully ihformed that John O’Brien 
died at this institution at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 

The body will be kept forty-eight hours, when if 
not calied for will be givem to the Anatomica! Board 
for Sieqngsing purposes, esect fully, 

- Os. P. GALLAGHER, Superintendent. 

As Miss Ahearn had an uncle at the Poor- 
house she naturally concluded thathe was 
dead and after calling in the family and 
making the sad announcement thelr grief 
was manifested inthe usual way and steps 
at once taken to-pay the last sad tributes to 
the deceased. 

Messrs. Cullen & Kelly, the undertakers, 
‘weré notified and given the proper papers to 
remove the remains from the Poor-house 
and prepare them for burial. Yesterday 
Mr. Cullen went out himself and brought the 
‘ody back to his establishment at 1210 North 
Seventh street. ~ 

It was embalmed, dressed in a shroud and 
laid outin a handsome casket, as it was con- 
cluded nothing could be too good for ‘‘poor 
Johno,’’ now that he was dead. 

. FOUND HIM CHANGED. 

The news of his death spread in the vicinity 
where he was wont to amuse his friends with 
his guips and quirks and smiles, and one by 
one they dropped intothe undertaking estab- 
lishment to take a last look at the calm and 
placid features. 

Some of them remarked that the fare at 


Gallagher’s farm evidently had not

By thig time the fafthjof Mr.Cullen as to the 
identity of the corpse had. been shaken, and 
as he realized he had some interests at stake, 
began an investigation himself. He was told 
that a saloon man named Anderson at 
Seventh and Biddle streets, and a shoemaker 
named Shields, had known O’Brien well and 
could surely identify him dead or alive. 

They were called in, and while both 
said they thought it was not 
O’Brien, neither of them was willing to 
take oath to that effect. In the meantime 
none of the immediate family had visited the 
establishment, and when Mr. Cullen called 
at the house Of Mrs. Qwen Ahern, who was 
the sister of the deceased as far as then 
known, he found them on theeve of going to 
St. Patrick’s Church and making arrange- 
ments for the funeral. They had also con- 
cluded to have a wake. 

‘RELATIVES PASS JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Cullen informed them that everything 
was ready, even tothe grave being dug, but 
he thought it would be wise for them to step 
down to his place and view the corpse before 


making final arrangements.

FATHER PHELAN’S CASE. 


He Says the Withdrawal of Bishop 
Bonacum’s Charges Is Final. 


The announcement of yesterday that Bishop 
Bonacum of Lincoln, Neb., had withdrawn 
the charges which he had preferred against 
Rev. Fr. Phelan wasacause of surprise to 
persons who were acquainted with Bishop 
Bonacum. Hencethey took to-day’s report 
that the withdrawal was merely preliminary 
toa transfer of the case to the chancery of 
St. Louis, to be a confirmation of their 
belief that only one-half the truth had been 
told. Rev. Fr, Phelan said to- 
Gay that the ‘withdrawal of the 
charges meant final dismissal 


and not a transfer. ‘‘I received yesterday 
notice of the withdrawal of the charges from 
Fr. Joseph T. Roche, secretary of the diocese 
of Lincoln,’’ said Fr. Phelan to-day. 
**The first sentence of his let- 
ter is private and personal and 
is foreign to the subject of the charges. The 
remainder of the letterreads thus: ‘Butl 
have much pleasure in informing you that 
the diocese of Lincoln has, by order 
of the Rt. Rev. Bishop, withdrawn - the 
charges against you from this chancery 
and consequently your case will not come off 
in Lincoln on the i3th, as previously ar- 
ranged.’ 

‘*The case cannot be revived in the Arch- 
diocese of St. Louis. Once the suit had been 
entered in the dlocese of Lincoln, 
the only ways in which it 
could be taken out of that court would be by 
appealor by dismissal. lI alone would have 
the right of appeal, which would be to the 
Archdiocese of Dubuque. As it is the 
sult is dismissed by the withdrawal 
of the charges. Archbishop Kain had 
jurisdiction in the first instance, but as soon 
as action was taken in Lincoln his jurisdic- 
tion was ended. Therefore thecase will not 
be revived here.’’ 

‘*‘Why were the discharges dismissed?’’ 

**I suppose on account of my answer, which 
I mailed to Lincoln almost two weeks ago. 
My answer consisted of nine exceptions to 
the three charges. lI entered appearance by 
my attorney, Judge _ Stern, the 
first setting of the case on March 
2. Therefore the statement in the 
telegrana from Lincoln that I refused to an- 
swer the charges is absolutely untrue. That 
the telegram is irresponsible is further ap- 
parent in the statement that the charges will 
be brought before Archbishop Kain and tried 
before Easter.’’

Secretary Wenneker Proposes a Great 
Gathering of Republican Leaguers. 


Secretary ©. F. Wenneker of the State 
League of Republican Clubs is getting ready 
for a big meeting of the faithful on the occa- 
sion of the visit of President Harkless to St. 
Louis within the next twoor three weeks. 
President Harkless has written Mr. Wenne- 
ker, announcing his intention tocome here 
and talk over the re-organization of the 
League in the State, and Mr. Wenneker does 
not propose to let the opportunity pass with- 
out showing the State League President off 
to the 28,000 League Republicans of the city.

The Bole Purpose of the Measure is to 
Suppress Curb-Stone and Bucket-fhop 
Deslings—The Committee Will Wel- 
come Suggestions — Hearing by the 
Agricultural Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—The Board 
of Trade and exchange representatives had 
their second hearing on the Hatch and anti- 
option Dill before the House Agricultural 
Committee to-day. It developed a better 
feeling between them and Mr. Hatch, the 
author of the bill. 

Mr. Hatch made it clear in frequent 
statements that he desired to suppress the 
illegitimate branches of trading—bucket- 
shops, put and call options, etc.—and not to 
affect the legitimate trade on properly or- 
ganized boards or exchanges, 

The representatives of the boards of trade 
agreed with Mr. Hatch that bucket-shop op- 
tions were not proper, and said the only ex- 
ception they asked was in the line of legiti- 
mate trading. 

The Chicago Board of Trade was heard to- 
day through Arthur Orr and ex-Representa- 
tive Abner Taylor. Mr. Orr said thatthe 
Chicago board will co-operate toward the 
suppression of the two evils and parasites of 
trades—bucket-shops and puts and calls. 
The board had tried to sup- 
press them and had _ secured laws 
against them, he said. They had nocon- 
nection with legitimate speculation by 
**‘futures.’’ These helped the producer by 
giving him a ready market and by carry- 
ing his stock until it was in the 
foreign market. Chicago, he said, is 
the highest relative Wheat market in 
the world by at least Sc perbushel. Mr. 
Orr further said the committee gave undue 
prominence tocertain wild speculations on 
the Chicago Board, such as the recent oper- 
ationsof Mr. Pardridge. Such speculators 
always found thelr level, and the history of 
the boara showed that eventually they met 
financial rulno. 

Chairman Hatch informed Mr. Orr that the 
sole purpose ofthe bill was to supress curb 
stone and bucket shop dlalings and to con- 


fine operations to legitimate boads of trade. 
The committee, he said, would be glad to 
have suggestions on so improving the bill as 
to distinguished between futures and 
options, so that the Hlegitimate would be 
suppressod ang the legitimate would be 
legalized and upheld.

Conductor Eckels putin an ap- 
pearance about this time, but a few pistol 
shots, none of which took effect, drove him 
back to shelter. 

When the train pulled out the men were 
last seen walking back along the track. It 
is supposed that they hada buggy in walit- 
ing. When the officials reached the spot all 
trace ofthem was lost. sSergt. Bowler of 
the East S8t. Louls police and his men 
searched the neighborhood, and as far down 
as the river, Dut as the fellows had one and 
one-half hours startall trace of them was 
lost. Noreport ofthe robbery was made at 
the Mobile & Ohio Depot, ahd thus considera- 
bie time was lost in taking up the chaee. 

The express Officials say that nothing was 
taken. so frequent have hold-ups been at 
that location of late that valuables are sel- 
dom sent on this train, they state.

HOW THE POST-OFFIOE AUTHORITIES 
WORKED UP THE CASE. 


Sasse Brothers’ House Said to Have Been 
Searched and Melted Jewelry Found 
in a Grate—-A New Tool for’ Safe- 
Opening Work — Nearly $2,000 Was 
Secured. 


‘*Jim’’ French and Otto and Herman Sasse 
were given into the custody of the United 
States Marshal by the city authorities to-day 
and were arraigned before Commissioner 
Crawford on the charge of having burglar- 
ized and robbed the post-office at DeSoto, 
Mo., last Saturday night. They de- 
cleared that they were not 
ready for hearing because their 
attorneys—Harvey for French and Howe for 
the Sasse brothers—were engaged in court 
elsewhere. If the defendants had an- 
nounced their readiness for trial, the Gov- 
ernment would have taken a continuance. 
As it was, the cases were laid over until 
Wednesday the id4th inst. at 11 a.m. The 
prisoners were committed to jail in defauit 
of $2,000 bail each to await the hearing. 

HOW THE ROBBERY WAS DONE. 

The robbery of the Post-office at De Soto Is 
receiving the undiviaed attention of the 
Post-office authorities, because almost $1,900, 
of which $250 was money and the 
rest stamps, was taken from the 
safe. Why French and the Sasse 
brothers were arrested, and what is the evi- 
dence against them, the postal authorities 
refuse to divulge. They confine themselves 
to the statement that the ac- 
cused have reputations as safe crackers.. 


Mr. Joe P. Johnston, the inspector in 
charge, states that the safe was drilled and 
opened without the use ofexplosives. He 

roceeds no further. From other sources, 

owever, avery interesting version of the 
government’s case was obtained. Joseph 
Walther is the Postmaster of De Soto which 
is a third-class Office and isa Presidential ap- 
poinmtent. Two men entered the post-office 
last Saturday, once in the morning and again 
in the afternoon. They made small pur- 
chases and departed. is said 
that these men have been identi- 
fled as French, and one of the 
Sasse brothers. Whenthe Postmaster went 
to the office last Sunday morning he 
discovered that all the drawers of 
the counter were open, He did 
not observe any unusual appearance 
about the safe, but when he attempted to 
open it he knew that something was wrong, 
for the door refused to act. 
With the assistance of some neighbors 
heturned the safe over on its side. The 
force of gravity caused the tumblers to fall, 
and thustoreleasethe door, which swung 
open. The loss of the money and stamps was 
then discovered. 

SEARCH OF LASSE’S HOUSE. 

Post-office Inspector Paul Williams set to 
work onthe case. The peculiar manner in 
which the safe had been opened was the 
mast pugziing feature of the robbery. How 
suspicion fellonthe men under arrest is as 
yetunknown. Atallevents, French was ar- 
rested at the St. Clair Hotel, Third and Mar- 
ket streets, at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing by Detectives Flynn, Badger, Smith and 
Allender of the locai forge and Inspector 
Williams. About the sanie time the Sasse 
brothers were arrested at their home 
near Twenty-thirdand Chestnut streets. It 
is said that the police hoped to find evidence 
at the Sasse home, and for this reason the 
visited it yesterday. A woman who answere 
the knock of the officers refused them ad- 
mission unless they had a search 
warrant. It is said that they 
procured this necessary document 
und ransacked the premises. The story goes 
thatinthe grate they founda quantity of 
meited jewelry, and in an.out of the way 
place they discovered a large quantity of 
stamps. The most prized find is said to bea 
tool, which is the key to the mysterious open- 
ing of the safe. This tool is described 
as a combination of a drill, ajimmy anda 
monkey-wrench, which is suspended froma 
man’s shoulder and carried beneath the coat 
in a most unsuspicious manner. French is 
known to fame as the man who was accused 
of setting fire to O’Nell’s saloou on sixth 
street. He is under sentence for five 
years for arson and has been at 
liberty on a bond, pending anappeal. He 
was suspected of complicity in the attempted 
escape of Hedgepeth, and has been charged 
with arson several times, 


HIGHWAYMAN WORSTED. 


His Intended Victim Came Near Making 
a Meal of Him. 


POTTSTOWN, Pa., March 7.—While William 
Brunst of New Hanover Township was driy- 
ing home last night he was attacked by a 
highwayman two miles north of Pottstown.

**guard the interests’’ of their own people. 
The ‘‘conservatives’’ are not fighting any- 
body’s battles buttheir own. They believe 
that conservatism not Only begins at home, 
but ends there. 


WHITE’S APPOINTMENT A BLUNDER. 

The appointment of Senator White to the 
Supreme bench was a blunder on the part of 
the President. Mr. White, in appearing as 
the champion of asugar tax, has not only 
violated all the proprieties of his high sta- 


tion, but is using his place to forwara his 
own personal financial interests. He is not 
only a sugar pianter, but there Is a refinery 
on his place, or near it, in which he is inter- 
ested. His plantation Is one of the largest in 
Louisiana and embraces some of the most 
productive sugar landsin Lafourche Parish. 
It is highly improved, and his rev- 
enues from it are large. His 
receipts from the Government last 
year on account of bounty paid on raw sugar 
were over $30,000, the third or fourth highest 
sum paid for vounty to an individual in 
Louisiana. This latter fact must soon be- 
come a matter of record inthe Senate. Mr. 
Cockrell, several days ago, secured the pass- 
“4 of a resolution through that body calling 
Om the Secretary of the Treasury for a de- 

allied statement of all sums paid for sugar 

ounty under the McKinley bill. This state- 
ment, it is understood, will shortly be ready, 
and then Mr. White’s name, though not lead- 
ing alithe rest, will be well up towara the 
head of the list. 

The longer it is viewed here the more sur- 
prising and disappointing his present course 
becomes. When his name was sent to the 
Senate for the Assoclate Justiceship, the ap- 
pointment was greeted as an aamirable one. 
the Senate at once closed its doors, and the 
appointment was unauvimously confirmed. 
some very cordial things were said of the re- 
cipfent of the high honor. He was sald to 
possess not only the requisite legal learning, 
but the op pgs for the office. His 
friends said of him that he was a born Judge, 
and would be more appropriately placed 
on the bench. The Senate inthe main had 
seen the fair sideof Mr. White, and it ac- 
cepted these statements without question. 
The Louisiana Senator, it is true, during last 
fall’s silver fight, made almost a savage as- 
sault on Mr. Dobots, and urged his expulsion 
from that body because of the Idaho Sen- 
ator’s refusal tovote. But Mr. Dubols for- 
gave him, and the matter was dropped and 
the Idahogn voted for his colleague’s con- 
firmation. 

When the Senatorial caucus was held, Mr. 
White, although confirmed as an Associaté 
Justice of the Supreme Court, appeared, and } 
tothe astonishment of everybody, made an 
impassioned appeal for a taxonsugar. His 
manner was so excited, and his language 60 
strong, that Senators could scarcely believe 
theireyes and ears;they asked themselves 
can this bethe man of calm judgment and 
temperament forwhom we have just voted 
forthe seat on the Supreme bench? Some 
Senators, Voorhees among them, replied to 
Mr. White, and in effect rebuked him for his 
course. Since then comment here has been 
most severe on the Louisiana Senator, who 
stiilkeeps his Senatorial commission in his 
pocket, although the Supreme Court is tn 
session and his seat there is vacant. His only 
object in delaying his departure from the 
Senate ts to help along the sugar tax, which, 
if imposed, willin part inure to his own per- 
sonal benefit. 

There never was before such a record made 
asthis. The feeling is that Mr. White ought 
to change his plans and decline the place on 
the bench. For all he knows this very bounty 

uestion may come before the Supreme Court 

oradjudication. [Ifthe Wilson bill should 

fail the revenue reform leaders will make an 
effort to repeal the sugar bounty, and that if 
successful would resuitintakingthe matter 
into court. The question is asked,tnherefore, 
could Mr. White as a member of that court 
sit In the case where hig own interests were 
SO greatly and intimately involved? One an- 
swer tothisig, yes, as aopropriately and 
properly as he has sat, and ts still sftting a 
Senator trying the legislative phase of It. 

The President bas returned, and he ought 
to send for Mr. White.

DYNAMITE IN LONDON. | SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS. 


A Loaded Bomb Found at Bow Street 
Police Station. 


LonNpDoN, March 9.—The police of London 
in general and ofthe E division in particular 
are suffering from another dynamite scare, 
According to the story told by Supt. Richard 
W. Stegglesa tin box supposed to contain 
dynamite or some other high explosive was 
found last night upon one of the window 
sills of the historical Bow Street Police Sta- 
tion, almost fronting the more famous Bow 
Street Police Court, The box is two inches 
deep, one inch broad and has a round hole in 
it from which protrude portions ofa burned 
fuse. 

The policeman who discovered the box im.- 
mediately gave the alarm. The inspectors 
and Superintendent were called and the hox 
was taken to the extremity of the 
yards of the police station, where 
it was watered for a long time  be- 
fore anybody cared to subject it to 
acloser examination. The discovery of the 
bomb was signalled to Scotland Yard, and 
from there the news spread that an attempt 
had been eto blowup Bow Street Police 
Station by meansof adynamite bomod. In 
fact, the first rumor was substantially that 
Bow Street Police Station had actaally been 
the scene of a dynamite ex ion. 

When the Superintendent of Police, assist- 
ed by several inspectors and sergeants, at 
last found courage to open the box they 
found within it a cartridge, supposed to be 
loaded with some high explosive, though 
some insisted that the cartridge only con- 
tained ordinary gun powder. In any case 
the tin box was found to be Diackened with 
the smoke and fire from the burned fuse, and 
there is still some doubt as to whether an 
attempt of a very weak nature was made to

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SUGAR BOUNTIES. 

A very intelligent correspondent re- 
proaches the Post-DispaTcH for advocat- 
ing the abolition of all duties and bounties 
on sugar because, he thinks, it would **de- 
stroy by one legislative stroke what we 
now possess, and make out of millions of 
valuable machinery nothing but a junk 
heap.’’ He affirms that ‘‘we have suffi- 
cient land in Louisiana, Florida and Texas 
to meet all the home demand, and in Cali- 
fornia, Nebraska, Utah, Washington and 
other Western States enough to supply the 
entire world with ‘American beet sugar 
produced by American labor.’’ 

We oppose the sugar bounties and duties 
because we think it is both wrong and 
inex pedient to tax the many for the benefit 
of the few. If the sugar-growers haye a 
right to demand bounty to save the capi- 
tal they have invested ina business which 
cannot be made to pay, the farmers of the 
Mississippi Valley and the cotton-growers 
of the South have an equal or better right 
to a bounty to save the wealth they have 
put into their business and which under 
the protective system has proved the least 
profitable of all American industries. 

The protective paternalistic doctrine was 
tersely characterized as robbery by the late 
Justice Miller in one of his most famous 
opinions. ‘*To lay with one hand the 
power of the Government on the property 
of the citizen,” said he, ‘‘and with the 
other to bestow it upon favored individ- 
uals to aid private enterprises and build up 
private fortunes is none the less a robbery 
because it is done under the forms of law 
and is called taxation.’’ This unadorned 
opinion carries its own logic. It is obvi- 
ously true to those who can divest them- 
selves of prejudice and considerations of 
self-interest. It does not need explana- 
tion or defense, for it is self-evident, 

If the sugar industry in America has a 
natural right to exist, if sugar is one of 
the natural products of our soil, as our 
correspondent declares, it can get along 
without legislative help. It has been fos- 
tered for generations by a too benevolent 
Government, but still it cries for more. If 
our soil and climate are so well adapted to 
the requirements of the industry, why 
did we not produce all the sugar we con- 
sumed during the long years when we 
were taxing imported sugar about 30 per 
cent ad valorem? 


A PERTINENT QUESTION. 

The 8t. Joseph Gazette is an orthodox 
Democratic newspaper. It is edited by State 
Senator Cochran, one of the leaders of 
the Democracy of Northwest Missouri, 
and is owned by the Burnes family, which 
has supplied two Democratic representa- 
tives in Congress—father and son—for the 


St. Joseph district. 

The Kansas City Times is the only true- 
blue, thick-and-thin organ of the Cleve- 
land Administration in the western part in 
the State of Missouri.

THE HILL RESOLUTIONS, 

Senator Hill commits himself to ‘‘Con- 
servatism’’ of the most extreme type by 
his resolutions introduced in the Senate 
yesterday. He seems to have forgotten his 
speeches of two years ago in which he 
showed with great elaboration that pro- 
tection was unconstitutional and un-Demo 
cratic. He now opposes direct taxes of all 
kinds and demands the restoration in the 
schedules of the indirect taxes which he 
once denounced. 

This is what he probably calls ‘‘good 
politics,’’ and perhaps he is right from 
the view point of a New York politician. 
But it seems very much like hari-kariin a 
presidential candidate who must consider 
public questions in their national rather 
than in their local character. The Senator 
will probably strengthen himself with the 
plutocrats of New England, New York and 
Pennsylvania, and, it may be, of the! 
West. But he is certainly going counter 
to the popular sentiment of the country in 
allsections. He may command the ser- 
vices of the retained politicians of his own 
State and secure a large campaign fund, 
but he cannot expect to win the support of 
real, thinking Democrats anywhere. 

His action is a curious illustration of 
the blind provincialism which character- 
izes sO many public men in the East. It 
isa disappointment to those who firmly 
believed that he wasa broad-minded man 
against whom petty sectional or class 
prejudices might beat in vain. He does 
not understand the great currents of public 
sentiment; hedoes not knowthat they 
exist. Heisonlya New York politician 
after all. 

So far as the resolutions indicate his pur- 
pose we may expect him to fight the Wil- 
son bill all along the line, from the re- 
duced schedules on manufactured articles 
to the free list and the abolition of the 
sugar bounties. Heseemsto have defin- 
itively allied himself with plutocracy, and 
will especially antagonize the income tax 
and all other direct taxes which bear upon 
the rich and privileged classes and lighten 
the crushing burden of the poor. This 
may be ‘‘good politics’’ as the ‘‘game’’ is 
played according to the rules of New York 
politicians, but it is not wise, it is not 
practicai, itis pot right. We must own 
regretfully that the Senator does not un- 
derstand large politics.

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BEYOND HIS DEPTH. 


Editor Stead, after viewing the wicked- 
ness of Chicago, cast his eagle eye on the 
institutions of this country for a few 
moments and at once discovered that they 
were frauds and failures. He found that 
we are ruled absolutely by a dead hand in 
he form ofa constitution of the time of 
George III. Hefound that nowhere out- 
side of Russia have the people less power 
than here and they cannot get what they 
vote forasin England, but have to keep 
on voting again and again in the hope of 
reaching their object. 

By making foolish remarks of this kind 
Mr. Stead is endangering the reputation 
for sound judgment and veracity which he 
established when he declared Chicago the 
wickedest city on earth. He exhibits him- 
self as an observer of great shallowness of 
mind and wonderful dullness of mental 
vision. Heshows that he cannot distin- 
guish between checks and bars or between 
retarding processes and veto powers, Be- 
cause the process of executing the popylar 
willin America is slow, Mr. Stead stupidly 
concludes that itis uncertain. The very 
checks and balances which he mistakes for 
insuperable obstructions are proofs of the 
absolute power of the people and werp de- 
vised to prevent its hasty and inconsider- 
ate exercise. 

Perhaps having discovered that the peo- 
ple here have less power than in Russia, 
Mr. Stead can tell where the power resides. 
It is certainly notin the President who is 
elected every four years, nor the Senate 
whose members are elected every six years, 
nor in the House of Representatives which 
is subject to popular choice every two 
years. If he had read the Constitution 
which he calls our dead hand ruler he 
would have found that it can be changed 
by the people at will and has been changed. 
He would have found the highest judicial 
power bound by a changeable organic law. 

If he had a grain of discrimination he 
would have known that the power of the 
people in America in its possible exercise is 
as despotic as the power of the Czar of 
Russia. If he had any discretion he would 
not have contrasted Engiand in this re- 
spect with America, for it been 
demonstrated within the new fear that

A Dismal Theme. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

It was my painful privilege, lately, to take 
part in the funeral of one whom I loved. The 
disposal of the remains was by crema- 
tion. My views ofthis method, previously, 
were prejudice, born of ignorance. Having 
now a knowledge of the operation, Il am con- 
vinced that cremation is the proper (and 
likely to become the) mode of disposing of 
the dead. 

It is foreign to my thoughts to indulge in a 


criticism of the erematorium, I merely desire 
to sketch matters as they struck me. 

The black catafaique concealing the eleva- 
tor might be improved In substituting there- 
foran oak or marble altar. The chapel was 
uncomfortably cold for the audience. The 
minister would be heard more easily were he 
at the eastern end of the calafalque; and the 
organ music will bear omission, at least such 
asiheard. I would suggest erectng a mor- 
tuary chapel wherein urns could remain, in- 
stead of exposing them to view as at present 
in the chapel; and to remove the drawings 
from the chapel showing the plans, etc., of 
the crematorium. The wood pile isan eye 
sore; better be under cover. 

The mode or removing *the remains 
from the asbestos sheet after cremation is 
now very crude. I would suggest using a 
dust pan made of copper, Kept bright, a new 
brush foreach cremation and a copper or 
marbie slab on which to lay the ashes before 
being placed in their final receptacle. 

The urn appears to be the favorite form of 
receptacle for the ashes. Speaking from ex- 
perience, I prefer a glass jar and glass stop- 
per, such as we see on shelves in drug stores, 
to be inclosed ina say 20 ounce copper cylin- 
der, brazed joints, with name, etc., en- 
graved on outside. The ashes of a 12-months 
child will nearly f_lla one pound or one pint 


ar, 

While the cremation Is going on, one or,.two 
of the pall Dearers should be in charge until 
all is over and witness everything rendered 
necessary by this treatment ofthe dead. Let 
me adda parting word, The old sexton im- 
pressed me as being a man of deep feeling— 
the right man in the right place,

RELIGIOUS CIRCLES AND FREE-THINK-

Many Petitions Favoring Constitutional 
Recognition of God Have Already 
Been Received by Congress From 
Religious Modies—The Free- Thought 
Element Now Want a Hearing—Puz- 
zling Question. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—Much feeling 
has been aroused in religious circles and 
among free-thinkers as well over the resolu- 
tion of Representative Morse of Massachu- 
setts to secure recognition of the Deity in the 
United States constitution, 

While petitions in favor of the measure 
have been received by Congress from many 
religious bodies, other petitions equally 
strong in their terms have been presented 
against the proposition by organized bodies 
of free-thinkers. 

Having heard the statements ofthe church 
people the committee fs confronted with the 
question whether it shall afford a hearing to 
the antagonists of the resolution. Requests 
foran audience have been made by free- 
thought societies of New York, Chicago and 
Washington. Thereis an apprehension on 
the one hand that these people may present 
their view in a manner which would lay them 
open. to the charge of sacrilege from the 
churches and bring Gown criticism upon the 
committee for listening to speeches refiect- 
ing on the Christian religion, and on the 
other hand that a refusal to listen to both 
sides of the case would involve a charge of 
prejudice and illiberality. The question 
whether the free-thinkers will be accorded a 
hearing will probably be decided by the com- 
mittee at its next meeting.

in a single instance, save to deliver a brief 
and commonplace eulogy ona dead Justice.

I will not speak 
more explicitly than to say that lawyers here 
understand that Mr. Olney is not acting 
in accordance with the strict ethics of 
his profession. He is, it is currently 
reported, maintaining his corpora- 
tion business, and devotes more 
time toitthanto public duties. Ofcourse, I 
do not mean to criticise corporation lawyers, 
as the popular phrase goes, for good men in 
the profession generally aim at securing ana 
do secure the business which is of the highest 
class and which bringsinthe largest emolu- 
ments. But it is one thing to have great cor- 
poration connections and another to actively 
maintain them when holdinga place in the 
Cabinet and when tbe incumbent is exposed 
to the pressure @f divergent interests and 
influences. I think that such a course is con- 
trary to the ethics which should govern 
members of the legal profession.’’ 

The criticism above expressed is a fair 
echo of the general expression of public men 
here who know anything of the goings on in 
the Department of Justice. Those who know 
personally anything whatever of Olney are 
few and far vetween. You may inquire of 
Senators and Congressmen and nearly every 
one approached will assert that the Attor- 
ney-Generalis an unknown quantity; that 
they have either never seen him or that they 
know nothing whatever about him except 
from hearsay. ifthe speaker is disposed to 
be candid, he »will say that he hears that 
Olney is busy with work for large railway 
ana other outside interests; that he Is absent 
from Washington much of the time, and that 
he has no heart or interest in his public du- 
ties. There is frequently heard an expres- 
sion of wonder that Olney, with his ideas 
and prejudices, accepted a place for which 
he appears to be unfitted by his habits of 
mind and his theories regarding governmen- 
tal systems. 

There is nointerest taken in the Depart- 
ment of Justice for the reasons above stated. 
**It is one of Cleveland’s queer acts,’’ people 
say, in speaking of Olney’s election, and Ol- 
ney has the same Kind of stubbornness which 
prevents him from changing his course, 
although he is well aware that heis a dead 
weight upon the Administration. The Re- 
publicans oan Olney with satirical inter- 
est because they behold in hima supply of 
*‘campaign thunder’’ which, as a leader in 
the House observed, ‘‘God has given into our 
hands.’’ The Republican speakers will ring 
the changes in their oratory next fall upon 
the conduct of the Democratic Attorney- 
General, upon his sympathy with trusts and 
his close alfiliation with great corporations 
which have interests diametrically opposite 
those of the people. Ail of this is to come, 
and more, but from Olney criticisms fall like 
dew from a shaken leaf.

The London Editor Talks About What 
He Saw While Sojourning in America. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa.,March 7,—Editor Stead, 

who was said to have hurriedly left Chicago

to avoid the consequences of mentioning cer- |

tain persons of prominence of the Windy 
City in his forthcoming book, ‘‘If Christ 
Came to Chicago,’’ was interviewed here, 
where he stopped to visit relatives, on his 
wayto London. The editor and reformer 
denied that he left Chicago because of the 
circumstances mentioned. He said: 


*‘*f spent more than four months tin Chica- 
z0,andIthink I am pretty familiar with it, 
asmy book will show, Those who surmise 
that certain persons of high standing in the 
great city will be affected by the volume are 
right, and they ought to affected, for, 
while nothing but facts are printed, there 
are some things which persons cannot do 
and yet claim to be respectable. 

**T employed a man to ascertain the owner 
of, or tax-payer for, every piece of property 
which is put to questionable use, and it re- 
ally afforded me some surpriseto find how 
very disreputable some reputable people are. 
A chart showing the location of these prop- 
erties will be published withthe book, and I 
have hopes that some good will result. 

**In fact,’’ continued sir. Stead, somewhat 

excitedly, ‘‘I consider Chicago destined to 
become the model city of the world, and that 
is why I have studied ber. The city is young, 
but allthe vices which we meet witb in Lon- 
don areto-be found there in embryo. They 
are not so deep rooted that they cannot be 
7 emg out, and there is great hope for the 
city. 
**Outside of Russia, thisis the most mon- 
archical government in the world,’’ the 
great editor then asserted. ‘‘Iit ig governed 
by a dead hana in the form ofa Constitution, 
which is nothing more or less than George 
lll. of England. Why,in England we have 
only one real power—the House of : ommons, 
Here you have three—President, Senate and 
House of Representatives. Here you haveno 
means of legislating if one of your three 
powers proves obstreperous. 

**Russia is the only country wherethe peo- 
ple have les power than here. In England, 
if the people vote for something, they get it; 
here’ hey must do it twoor three times be- 
fore you believe they thean it. ‘the system is 
going to make serious trowble unless there is 
a speedy change. Why, your Constitution 
put mein mind of trying to puta Wiiliam 
Penn coat, ike that in your City Hall yard, 
on a fin de siecle man! 

**A feature of your city life which so many 
people deplore is the foreign element. Why 
don’t the people look after them and educate 
them? ‘ihe saloon-Keepers and the ward- 
heelers do it, and thus gain control of muni- 
cipalaffairs. Why don’t the decent people 
do the same thing? 

*‘In England, even where municipal elec- 
tions are on party lines, it would be difficult 
to find a man who would accuse his enemy in 
the City Councils of accepting a price for his 
vote. in Chicagoan Alderman told me that 
outof the sixty-eight Aldermen in the Coun- 
cil sixty-six could be bought, ‘This I know,’ 
the Alderman added, ‘because I have bought 
them.’ But perhaps he exaggerated. Any 
way, something similar existsin every city 
of this country. 

**Trouble will come to this country through 
the host of §middiemen who grind the pro- 
ducers. Ofall countries in the world this Is 
the worstin that regard. 

**When I get to London Iam going to enter 
the movement against the House of Lords 
with all the zeal possible. I was much grati- 
fled the other day to note in Mr. Gladstone’s 
Speech against the Lords that he had read 
and digested to good purpose the book en- 
titled ‘Fifty Years of the House of Lords,’ 
which I wrote.’’

Since the convention at Spring 
fleld recently smoothed over the factional 
differences Frank O’Hare, formerly Treas- 


urer of the club, has come to the front to de- 
nounce those who published a report of a 
meeting at Lightstone’s Hall recently. The 
report said that the club had elected the fol- 
lowing officers fora termoftwo years: John 
Lysaght, President;G. W. Smyth, First Vice- 
President; J. M. McGill, Second Vice-Presi- 
dent; W. J. Nolan, Third Vice-President; 
Henry C. Seymour, Secretary, and Thos. J. 
Irwin, Treasurer, Mr. O’Hare. strenuously 
objects to this statement, and more particu- 
larly to an additional portion of it which 
says that the old officers, consisting of Presi- 
dent Andrew T. Brown, Secretary Simon Jor- 
don, Financial Secretary Frank O’ Hare, were 
ordered stricken from the rolls for ‘*treach- 
ery tothe Republican party.’’
